One of the top priorities in the Parks and Recreation Departments Long Range Plan and Travis County Greenprint
for Growth is acquiring parkland along Onion Creek. The proposed 23.431 acre acquisition provides over a 1/4 mile
of creek frontage and serves as a connection between existing parkland. While the lower portion of this property
along Onion Creek serves as a connection between existing parkland the upper portion provides excellent
opportunities for more active recreational facilities, such as open field play.

As a condition under the purchase and sale agreement, the owner requests that the tract of land be named as the
Wunneburger Park. Mr. and Mrs. Wunneburger both served in the US Air Force as officers in World War II and the
Korean wars. After retiring from military service, they purchased the land around Onion Creek building the last home
they would both ever live in and raised their four sons on this piece of property. Armold’s love for the area motivated
him to move a log cabin that he was born in from Bastrop County to the banks of Onion Creek but that was
unfortunately lost to a major flood several years ago. Cattle and horse ranching, fishing, hunting, boating, and lots of
extended family picnics were held in the beautiful setting on Onion Creek. Besides raising their sons, Arnold and
Betty both held active lives post military retirement. Arnold taught physics, science and math at Reagan High School
in north Austin. Betty spent many years as a nurse administrator at both Brackenridge and St. David Hospital, as well
as assistant principal at Del Valle Schools.

The purchase price of $885,000 is the current fair market value as determined by an independent third party appraiser.
